Grade school janitors

high school janitors,

The grade school budget for fuel, 


improvements, supplies and taxes is 
less than last year but salaries this 
>ear aggregate $98,200, an increase 
of nearly $5,000 over last jear, and 
repairs and equipment show a heav- 
ier increase.

owned by William Ganzel in the 
town of Cicero before the town was 
organized. After he had built a 
shanty of logs large enough for two 
beds and a stove and roofed it with 
four foot cedar stakes unshared, 
he moved the family to the new 
homestead." 


"I helped my father clear the 


farm and at odd times I worked for 
Miles Perry in the town of Green- 
ville, and in 1879 on a gravel train 
of the Green Bay and Western Rail- 
road between New 
London and 


Green Bay. I worked six winters 
for Frank Graves, Oshkosh, in the 
lumber woods. By that time I was 
as much of a Yankee as any of my 
associates as I had taken out my

work and also worked with me in 
the fields. 


After his son Walter took pos- 


session of the farm, Mr. Bleek and 
his wife moved to the village of 
Black Creek where thej lived ten 
years. Following the death of his 
wife in 1923, Mr. Bleek returned 
to the homestead where he is now 
living with his son and assisting 
daily with work in the fields and 
buildings. 


"For amusement I burn up con- 


siderable tobacco," chuckled Mr. 
Bleek, "and play checkers with my 
visitors." 


Mr. Bleek served eight years as 


town supervisor, five years as town 
assessor, and several years as town 
chairman.

CAREER IS COLORFUL 


Gen. 
Hoffman, commander of the 


93d division during the war, and 
now holding a reserve officer's com- 
mission, has had a. colorful and in 
teresting career. 


Born on a farm~in Neosha coun- 


ty, Kas., in 1869, he grew up in 
that neighborhood and 
moved to 


$ 
Oklahoma when that vast tract of 


t 
land" was opened to white settle- 
ment After founding Oklahoma's 
first daily newspaper, the Guthrie 
Leader, he became an attorney and 


?like many attorneys of that time 


and place, entered politics. He be- 
came private secretary to Territo- 
rial Governor 
Renfrew 
and later 


United States attorney. 


In 1897, after holding the latter 


office for five years, Hoffman re- 
signed to get the first taste of that 
army life that was to comprise such 
a large portidh of his subsequent 
career. He enlisted as a private in 
the Oklahoma _militia, and shortly 
after the 
Spanish-American 
War 


broke -out he was promoted to cap- 
tain in _the_ First Territorial U. S. 
Volunteer Infantry. At the close of 
the war the regiment was reorgan- 
ized and Hoffman became a lieuten- 
ant colonel. 


WAS INDIAN FIGHTER 


The close of the war did not end 


his army career of the excitement 
attendant thereon. The Indians of 
the southwest had not yet been pa- 
cified, and Hoffman's regiment was 


- called out repeatedly to deal with 


uprisings. The last Jndian outbreak 
in the United States;- that of Crazy 
Horse saw Hoffman's command in 
action. 


Through the years of-peace that 


followed Hoffman retained his com- 
mission ^asbjle 
pursuing,-j=bis 
lawj 


^practice.- -During- the Mexican bor-' 
der trouble- just before America's 
entrance into the World War he 
was called to field duty, and in 1917 
he was made a brigadier general. 
In that capacity he organized and 
took overseas the 36th division, be- 
ing transferred in France to the 
command of the 93d division, com- 
posed of-colored troops. 
- ~~ 


This division had an active rec- 


ord, and Hoffman was repeatedly 
under fire with his men — at Can- 
tigny, America's first battle of the 
World War, at St. Mihiel, and in 
the Toul and Kcardy sectors. He 


, was badly gassed during one of 


these engagements, and was con- 
find to a base hospital - for some 
time. "While there, he inadvertently 
signed some disability papers; and 
it .was this that gave rise to the in- 
cident 
that so Jarred the tape- 


bo'nnd. department,, officials at Wasn- 
ington later. 


'WONT ROB GOVERNMENT" 
Several years after the war, Gen. 


Hoffman received from the 'govern- 
ment- a check of $695 as compensa- 
tion for his disability. Being In good 
health, -he promptly sent the check 
back. 
- 
^ 


"I do not care to rob the gov- 


ernment of disability compensation 
when I do not need It," be said. 
"As long as I am able to support 
my family I ask for nothing. When 
I cannot make a livelihood for 
them, as hundreds of actually dis- 
abled soldiers cannot, then I expect 
care and compensation—-just as J 
fight for all disabled to have." 


Gen. Hoffman has been active In 


legion affairs since the legion was
